that “petting party” bandits were 
responsible for the slayings. 
The 
scene of the murder was the county 
line road dividing the two counties. 
It is a dirt road through a sparsely 
settled farming district and in line 
with trees and a wild underbrush 
growth. 
Police, in reconstructing the crime, 
declared that the youths had appar­ 
ently parked the car to watch the 
sunrise. As they idled in the auto­ 
mobile, the “petting party“ bandits 
drew alongside in a large car. 
The bandits, Sheriff Andres de­ 
clared, apparently attempted to mo­ 
lest the girls.

Havana, twenty rebels entrenched 
in a sugar cane field were besigea 
by troops under the command of 
Captain Jorge, w ho reported 
this 
m orning th a t seven of the rebels had 
been killed, fifteen wounded and 
th a t all would be slain unless they 
surrendered. 
Many Meet Death 
Pour persons were kiUed at Nico­ 
las De Guiñes, where troops attack­ 
ed a rebel force of eighty. 
Four 
others met death at Guanabacoa and 
two others during fighting in the 
Province oí Pinar Del Rio 
where 
soldiers drove ill-organized bodies of 
revolutionists into the woods. 
At one o'clock this morning Pres­ 
ident Machado issued a decree sus­ 
pending constitutional guarantees, 
indicating the seriousness of the in­ 
surrection, although he appeared to 
have the situation under control. 
Arm leaders were preparing today 
to send a squadron of airplanes to 
Pinar Del Rio to bomb rebels hiding 
in the woods in various parts of the 
province. 
A rebel force at Santa 
Clara, Pinar Del Rio, was routed last 
night. 
Among the places to which 
airplanes were to be sent was Lomas 
Del Toro. 
Strict Censorship 
The report that General 
Mario 
Menocal, former president of the re­ 
public, and leader of the revolt, had 
arrived in the province of Oriente, 
where he has many supporters, was 
unconfirmed today. Another rumor 
that part of the 
country's 
naval 
forces . had revolted was also un­ 
confirmed. 
The 
government 
continued 
to 
maintain a strict censorship of news 
today.

Will Call Out Guards. 
Governor Plnchot. in an address 
to the Columbia Rotary club on its 
annual visit to the camp, amplified 
his statement of a week ago in 
which he promised to call out the 
National Guard in event of indus­ 
trial disorders this winter. 
“Guard troops will be called into 
action only when the peace and se­ 
curity of the Commonwealth are 
threatened,” the governor said, “or 
the constitutional rights of its citi­ 
zens invaded. But I would have no 
hesitation in calling out the Na­ 
tional Guard to preserve peace and 
order in Pennsylvania. 
“The citizen soldier, in a free land, 
is a guarantee of liberty. 
The Na­ 
tional Guard, while I am its com- 
mander-in-chief, will never be used 
to infringe on the rights guaran­ 
teed by the constitution of the state 
and of the United States. 
I trust 
I shall have no occasion to use the 
National Guard but if I do I place 
entire confidence in it to restore 
order.”

Garay may face military court- 
martial when he arrives at his desti­ 
nation, it was reported here.

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bituminous producers has 
for 
its 
goal, Taylor said, the elimination of 
excessive and unnecessary output. 
He pointed out that coal operators 
have plunged ahead with production 
at a high level despite a dwindling 
consumption. The operators, he in­ 
terred, have failed to heed the hand­ 
writing on the wall. 
Taylor said he had arrived at 
the “merger plan” following a de­ 
tailed and impartial study of the 
technical and economic phases of 
the industry. 
In this connection, 
he pointed out, he sad served as a 
member of several government com­ 
missions which considered problems 
of the coal fields and that govern­ 
ment officials and coal operators 
alike had commissioned him to seek 
a scientific realignment of the in­ 
dustry. 
Briefly, Taylor’s plan contemplates 
the substitution of central control 
over output to replace haphazard 
competition which 
has 
failed 
to 
maintain a balance between increas­ 
ing production and decreasing con­ 
sumption. 
Unless some workable solution is 
found, and found quickly. Taylor 
said the plight of the bituminous 
industry would increase with 
the 
years. 
He warned that the steady 
expansion of oil pipe lines consti­ 
tuted a threat to the anthracite 
field as well as the bituminous field. 
He pointed, too, to the potential 
tapping of the nation’s gas reserves 
as 
a 
future added competitor of 
King Coal. 
The ultimate consumer, he said, 
“will probably pay in the end” for 
maladjustments in the industry. To 
avoid such belated and unjustified 
compensation, and to “insure a liv­ 
ing wage to the workers, a fair re­ 
turn to investors and a fair price to 
the consumers,” Taylor advocated 
the bituminous regions be divided 
into 11 districts as follows: 
Central Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and Virginia, western Pennsylvania, 
northern West Virginia, Pocahontas 
and New' River fields, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, eastern Ken­ 
tucky, and western Kentucky. 
Increasingly Difficult. 
"Such consolidation and division 
has been made increasingly difficult 
of accomplishment by developments 
within the last few years,” Taylor 
said. 
“Previously, the plan could 
have been put into operation on a 
stock exchange basis. 
Because of 
recent losses resulting from ruinous 
competition with the industry, plus 
labor 
troubles, 
many 
companies 
would now require additional funds 
to clear off old debts. 
“Financiers and bankers generally 
look upon the future of the bitum­ 
inous industry as one that is too 
bleak to merit financing.” 
He pointed out that since the en­ 
try of America into the World wax, 
and following the war, the number 
of 
mines 
in 
operation increased 
from 7,500 to 15,000. 
“During the war, coal consump­ 
tion was doubled.” he said. 
“Pro­ 
duction immediateliy leaped up to 
meet the demand. 
Coal, however, 
w'as a costly fuel and huge research 
facilities went into action to find 
cheaper substitutes. 
Nevertheless, 
coal product ion hugged its same ab­ 
normal level and has not yet de­ 
creased. 
“Utilization 
of the 
by-products 
has lopped 35,000.000 tons from the 
normal demand; the use of fuel oil 
another 
200,000,000 
tons; 
hydro­ 
electric power decreased the demand 
by 30,000,000 tons and electrical en­ 
ergy has cut off at least 100,000,000 
tons. 
And, after all this, economic 
practices of railroads have lessened 
their requirements by 28 per cent.” 
Taylor depreciated mechanization 
of mines to which many operators 
turned in a desperate effort lo in­ 
crease output and, co-incidentally, 
lower their production costs. 
Mechanization Pays. 
“The coal operators have made 
mechanization ‘pay’ through a dis­ 
torted system of cost accounting,” 
he said. “They have failed to con­ 
sider the enormous financial outlay 
necessary to equip a mine with coal 
mining machinery. 
Mechanization 
increases capital outlay and depre­ 
ciation. 
“If the producers would eliminate 
their ‘high cost' mines through a 
national merger they could produce 
by manual labor every ton of coal 
they now produce with machines at 
no extra costs. 
“The plan now advocated would 
in itself reduce the production of 
coal to meet the normal demand— 
and would do so at once. 
It would 
provide healthy competition between 
districts, and at the same time an 
automatic balance on the price. 
He hastened to point out 
that 
fears held by some producers that 
such a merger would constitute a 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
act are groundless. 
“Prices would vary in each dis­ 
trict because of the different pro­ 


duction 
characteristics,” 
he 
said. 
“Should any one district raise the 
price of its product abnormally, an 
adjoining district might at once ship 
in large quanties of coal at a lower 
price. 
“The competition existing, prefer­ 
ably under government supervision, 
would enable coal to make a ‘come­ 
back’ against the other fuels now 
threatening to usurp its position as 
a No. 1 industry.” 
Taylor revealed that government 
officials and severed major coal op­ 
erators have favorably considered 
the plan. 
Because of its set-up of 
11 producing districts the merger 
could be effected v^thout the neces­ 
sity of special legislation, by either 
the state or national government. 
The companies would be subject to 
the present legislation now govern­ 
ing other large corporations.

VERY once in a while somebody with an unoccupied mind 


rises up to complain about the “ reckless sensationalism“ of 
modern newspapers, w hich is described as one of the chief evils 


of the présent day. 


O f course, this is utterly false and mischievous talk. 
No 
flashy or dishonest newspaper has ever permanently succeeded 
as such in this country. 
It is true that newspapers are edited for 
the whole public. 
As they are made to be read from day to day, 
it follows that the better they are the more readers they will 
get and the more success they will achieve in the long run. 
Vicious journals may have an ephemeral success, but as soon as 
they are found out for what they are the people let them alone. 
W hen the impartial student of American journalism con­ 
siders that any man can start a newspaper if he has money 
enough to pay for its manufacture, or can get credit for printing 
paper, ink and type, and that there is no other code of news­ 
paper ethics than that established by the consciences of the news­ 
paper owners and editors themselves under the pressure of pub­ 
lic opinion, he can only wonder at the exceptionally high stand­ 
ards maintained by the American press. 
As a body, there is no 
learned profession, however strict its code of ethics and however 
severe the accountability to which it is held by professional rule 
and etiquette, which is more faithful to its moral obligations than 
the newspaper profession. 
'{ here is a reason, of course. The thousands of editors are 
scattered over the Union, in every community, both great and 
small, and more than any other men they are subject to the 
constant scrutiny and criticism of the community, so that their 
offenses and shortcomings cannot be concealed. 
This helps to 
explain why there has developed am ong them a professional 
honor as high as any formulated in the fixed rules and laws of 
any of the learned professions. 
They hold each other up to it, 
and public opinion judges them by it. 
W e are sure, therefore, that, as a whole, the'people have 
no servants more faithful or more valuable than the thousands of 
newspapers that furnish them with the chief part of their read­ 
ing.

DOG DAY DO NTS

The early Greeks thought the coincidental rising of the sun and 
Sirius, the Dog Star, was a cause of the hottest weather. That is prob­ 
ably the origin of the term, dog days, although it was used in the Middle 
Ages as descriptive of the season when dogs go mad. 
As nearly as agreement exists on what they are and when they 
occur, this region is now in the midst of the dog days. The hottest and 
sultriest days of the year are upon us to roast and dampen suffering hu­ 
manity in its own perspiration. The true dog day is sticky and heavy and 
hot, but the cool, breezy, comfortable ones sandwiched between that 
other kind come under the same title, although, according to the old 
tradition, they are interlopers. 
Dog days are supposed to be dangerous to human beings as well 
as to canine tempers. They need not be. Cool baths are good and heavy 
meals are bad. 
Greens and fruit are seasonable and reasonable. Over­ 
exertion may be fatal, especially on a hot, humid day. And thinking about 
the heat only makes it seem hotter. 
Should the dog be muzzled during dog days? Save the muzzle for 
yourself. Plenty of water is all a dog needs to weather the weather, but 
nothing has ever been found to keep human tempers sweet during dog 
days. 


REAL CROP FAILURES 
Once again there is talk of a corn crop failure in Nebraska. Rain is 
long overdue, the ground is becoming powdery, the leaves are shriveling 
and the stalks are firing—all familiar signs of trouble. 
Almost every year the alarm is raised. 
Not once in a decade is 
there a year in which the moisture falls so bountifully that the state 
seems assured, week by week, of a full harvest. 
Yet when the returns 
are all in the damage is usually a very small percentage of “normal. 
Very few Nebraskans can remember when there was a genuine and com­ 
plete corn failure. Nature, in its blundering way, usually supplies enough 
warm nights, enough temperate days and enough rainfall to produce 
a satisfactory crop. 
I 
No one, of couri^e, cars look into the future to say what the ef­ 
fects of this week's heat wave will be. 
Perhaps it will run on, to the 
accompaniment of the dreaded hot winds. Perhaps in 1931, for the first 
time in the twentieth century, there will actually be a corn failure. 
Yet, even 
if that occurred, the suffering brought by nature's fail­ 
ure would 
not be comparable with that resulting from man’s failure. 
The real tragedy of the midlands is told in the reports of 25-cent wheat, 
of 11-cent oats 
and of potatoes left rotting in the ground. 
Those are 
epic crop failures—the failure of society to treat with’ ordinary decency 
those who produce the bread by which it lives. 
To those matters we should turn our attention. 
Nature, in the 
run. handles its business beautifully.—The Omaha World-Herald

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 
11,—*‘I 
could not follow my father’s teach­ 
ings under the Soviet government. 
So I left.” 
In precise English, marked by a 
distinct accent, Coutess Alexandra 
Tolstoi, 53, daughter of the 
late 
Count Leo Tolstoi, 
famed 
author, 
philosopher and teacher today gave 
this explanation of her action 
in 
fleeing from Russia to Japan two 
years ago. 
She arrived here from 
The Orient as a steerage passenger 
on the steamer Tatsuta Maru. 
“I was carrying on my 
father’s 
work in Russia. 
I had 
founded 
seven museums to his memory and 
was in charge of all of them work­ 
ing from my home at Yasnaya Po- 
liana, about a hundred miles from 
Moscow,” she went on. 
“And then— 
a tinge of sad­ 
ness touched her voice, her gray 
eyes clouded momentarily. 
“Then,” she 
said, 
raising 
her 
head, “the Soviet government began 
to include the Marxian teachings in 
their educational work. 
They in­ 
sisted that I include those teach­ 
ings in my work at the museums. 
“Those teachings were against the 
principles my father 
taught 
me. 
They were against everything I felt 
and 
believed. 
They 
were 
anti- 
religious. 
I could not go on under 
those conditions. 
“The museums I dedicated to my 
father, to his thoughts and teach­ 
ings that the simple life is the only 
life, that freedom of spirit and ex­ 
pression are necessary, 
are 
still 
Tolstoi museums. 
But the Soviet 
is teaching communism and their 


Marxian theories in 
those 
places 
now'.” 
Again the massive, almost mas­ 
culine head, with its thick crown 
of iron-gray hair, was bowed for a 
moment in silent tribute 
to 
the 
memories of the past. 
The Countess would offer 
little 
comment on conditions in 
Russia 
or the work of the Soviet govern­ 
ment. 
“I left there two years ago, 
I 
know nothing of what is going on 
now,” she said. “When I left every­ 
one had to work hard, terribly hard. 
“I have heard Stalin is now talk­ 
ing of the five year plan as a ten 
year plan. 
Perhaps that means he 
sees h^ cannot do in five years what 
they set out to. 
But the question is 
so complicated one cannot dispose 
of it in a few words. 
“I do not see how Russia can 
succeed. 
Individualism and ideal­ 
ism are so submerged in the effort 
for mass production.” 
Although she was offered a first 
class passage by the line on which 
she traveled from Japan, Coutess 
Tolstoi refused it, taking a steerage 
cabin instead because, as she ex­ 
plained, “I prefer to be 
with 
the 
common people. 
I believe in my 
father’s teachings.” 
Through 
the 
courtesy 
of 
the 
United States government she was 
allowed to remain on board ship 
all night, instead of being detained 
at Angel Island, the immigrant sta­ 
tion. She plans to make a lecture 
tour of the United States 
before 
Joining her brother, Count Ilya Tol­ 
stoi in New York. 
Asked if she intended to make the 
United States her home she replied. 
“I do not know. 
I intended to stay 
in Japan but a month or two and 
I stayed there two years.”

In Auto Crashes 
Must File Report 


Bureau O f f i c i a l s Again 
Warn Of Motor Code 
Provisions 


HARRISBURG, Aug. 
1 1 —Penn­ 
sylvania automobile operators wno 
fail to file accident reports with the 
bureau of motor vehicles as requir­ 
ed by the vehicle code will be penal­ 
ized to the full extent of the law, 
Benjamin G. Eynon. commissioner 
of motor vehicles, said today. 
“A growing neglect on the pert of 
operators to report accidents is be­ 
coming increasingly apparent, Com­ 
missioner Eynon said. 
This is re­ 
flected in our monthly accident re- 
pom which show a general decrease 
in total number of accidents but an 
increase in fatalities. 
The bui eau 
is convinced that large numbers of 
operators fail to inform the bureau 
of accidents. 
"This failure is due either to ig­ 
norance of the law or fear. Report­ 
ing an accident to the local police 
does not relieve the operator of his 
obligation -to make a report to the 
bureau of motor vehicles. In doing 
the first, the operator is merely 
complying with a local ordinance. 
In failing to do the second he vio­ 
lates the state law which gave him 
the privilege of operating a motor 
vehicle. 
We intend to demand the 
full penalty in all such cases. 
“Deal Strictly.” 
In this connection, L. E. Smith, 
chief of the hearing section of the 
bureau, said that instructions had 
been issued to subordinates through­ 
out the state to deal strictly with 
this type of operator. 
“We have cited a large n u m b e r of 
o perato rs for failure to file accident 
reports with the bureau,” Smith 
said. 
"The excuse given in many 
cases is that the operator thought 
he had complied with the law by 
reporting to his local police. 
This 
is a lame excuse. The law with ref 
erence to reporting accidents is fully 
stated on the back of every oper­ 
ator's card. 
“The section quoted on the card 
reads: 'The operator of any motor 
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vehicle, involved in an accident re­ 
sulting in injuries or death to any 
person or total property damage to 
an apparent extent of $50 or more 
shall, within 24 hours, forward a re­ 
port of such accident to the depart­ 
ment. Reports required by local au­ 
thorities shall not conflict with the 
f necessity for reporting accidents to 
the department.’ 
‘ That should be clear enough for 
any person. 
Frequently, where the 
property damage has been less than 
$50 but where personal injury has 
resulted from the accident, persons 
cited for hearings have used the 
small property damage as an excuse 
for not filing a report with the 
bureau. Personal injury, no m atter 
if the property damage is but a 
dollar, makes it mandatory for the 
operator to file a report with the 
bureau. 
Find Collusion. 
“Some of our hearings have re­ 
vealed collusion between the parties 
involved in evading filing a j acci­ 
dent report. In some instau 
> the 
cperator causing the accident has 
told the other person not to make 
a report and he will pay for all nec­ 
essary repairs. 
Both are violating 
the law. The only exception to the 
law governing filing of reports is 
in accidents where 
the 
property 
damage is less than $50 and where 
there was no personal injuries. ” 
Truck drivers anc 
similar em­ 
ployes seem to pay little attention 
to this section of the vehicle code. 
Smith says. 
Such employes, cited 
for a hearing, have given the ex­ 
cuse that they thought that they 
had done their duty when they re­ 
ported the accident to their em­ 
ployer. This excuse will not be ac­ 
cepted, Smith said. 
Employes op­ 
erating a company truck ¿ire re­ 
quired to report to the department 
the same as private operators.

Department Of Forests And 
Waters Advances Plan 
To Enhance Value 
With Timber 


THREE MILLION 
ACRES AVAILABLE 
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By ARTHUR B DONEGAN

HARRISBURG, Aug. 
11,—Offic­ 
ials of the state department of for­ 
ests and waters today sponsored a 
plan they believe will solve the prob­ 
lem of what to do with sorne three 
million acres of farm land in Penn­ 
sylvania, no longer considered pro­ 
fitable for farm purposes. 
Instead of attempting to 
raise 
crops which no longer pay, the for­ 
est 
officials suggested, 
protected 
state or private capital should be 
made available for planting all such 
areas in trees. 
According to officials of the de­ 
partment, the area considered unfit 
for continued profitable production 
of farm crops is fully one-tenth the 
total area of the state, three times 
the size of Delaware and almost as 
large as the entire land acreage of 
Connecticut. 
The proposal was the first admis­ 
sion by state officials that agricul­ 
ture is no longer a profitable occupa­ 
tion in some sections of the state 
and that the natural growth of for­ 
ests is encroaching steadily on an 
ever-increasing acreage of deserted 
farms. 
Under the plan suggested by the 
department, owners of such land 
would be enabled to borrow' 
state 
funds or private money, amply pro­ 
tected, and plant the entire unpro­ 
ductive areas in forest trees. The 
amount loaned and accrued inter­ 
est would be secured by mortgages 
and bonds on the planted lands and 
the timber crop and the mortgages 
and bonds would run with title to 
the land. It is believed interested 
and business-like owners would try

to manage such plantations so they 
would pay for themselves as soon as 
possible. 
Owners unable to pay taxes on the 
land 
during 
first 
unproductive 
years would be able to make addi­ 
tional loans at a low rate of inter­ 
est, under the proposed plan. 
Sale of w'ood products should more 
than carry all interest and taxes 
after the first few years, department 
officials said. Final harvesting of the 
timber, it is believed, would more 
than pay all accumulated loans, in­ 
terest and taxes. 
Under the plan, it was asserted, 
several benefits would accrue to the 
commonwealth and the land owner. 
Non-productive land would be put 
into the productive class and 
the 
landowner’s initiative, responsibility, 
and pleasure of ownership would not 
be disturbed. It was also pointed out 
that carrying the plan into practical 
operation would mean that taxes 
would be paid regularly 
on 
land 
which has, or may, become a liabil­ 
ity to both the owner and the com­ 
munity.

Glimpses Of Nature 


Happiness Is Found In Seeking Nature’s Beauties, 
OWEN PENFIELD FOX

As long as I can remember it has 
always been a passion with me to 
roam the woods, 
where 
Nature 
dwells with all its beauty. I like to 
view peaceful waters where Rain­ 
bow trout leap in quest of food. 
I like to seek out wooded places 
that harbor such birds as, Brown 
creepers, Oven birds, Fly-catchers, 
and Nuthatch. Birds have made 
my life happy. And it is for love 
of them and the wild creatures of 
the woods, that I have spent much 
time hunting for places that is sel­ 
dom invaded by few people. 
It seems to be the law of Nature 
to instill in its Wild folk a knowl­ 
edge that there is protection in the 
dense woods where it is quiet. 
I recall one of my roaming trips 
of years gone by. It was a beauti­ 
ful summer morning with a balmy 
air, that stirred the leaves of As­ 
pen trees that grew by a peaceful 
water. Dwarf willows were plenti­ 
ful, their springy shafts carrying 
shafts carrying leaves, that dipped 
and cut little thin lines in the flow 
I stood watching the water at this 
spot fascinated by the quietness of 
my suroundings. 
After a few moments I decided 
to enter the woods in quest of some 
new discovery. Hearing a slight dis­ 
turbance coming from the water just 
ahead I took a few steps along the 
shore headed in the direction from 
which the sound came. Near and 
near came the sound just like the 
paddling of little water wheels that 
the boys install at miniature water 
falls. Standing quietly so I would 
not scare the makers of that ap­ 
proaching sound I waited. Then in­ 
to view they came. Brilliant hewed 
wood ducks, treading the water they 
advanced slowly in a group. What a 
glorious picture they made in their 
striking colors of bronze, green, pur­ 
ple, white, blue and brown. I observ­ 
ed every movement of the coming 
afraid to move lest I startle them to 
a hasty departure. Luck was with 
me as the ducks seemed only to be 


interested in the voyage they were 
on. As they paddled past 
me 
I 
counted them, nine in number, a gor­ 
geous work of nature unfolded to my 
eyes. 
Little did I think as I stood gaz­ 
ing at that company of Wood ducks, 
as they went their way on the 
peaceful waters, that it would be the 
last time I would see such a sir’ t 
And throughout the years as I con­ 
tinue my quest of seeking out Bird 
life and Fur creatures in out of the 
way places, it is very seldom that I 
see more than one or 
two Wood 
ducks. 
It is against the law to shoot a 
Wood duck, as this beautiful water 
bird has been reduced to such few 
numbers that states 
wide protec­ 
tion had to be put in force to save it 
from extinction. But still a few of 
these birds are ktiied by hunters 
who cannot tell them from other 
species of ducks. The Wood ducks 
plumage is brilliant in color. And 
when this bird is in flight it seems 
more than twice the size than when 
they are still. Also when the bird 
is in the air the head 
movement 
from side to side is a certain means 
of identification. And 
the sound 
they make as they leave the water 
is very peculiar 
and 
once 
heard 
can’t be forgotten. 
The Wood duck or Summer duck 
as it is sometimes called is the most 
beautiful bird in America. Most ot 
us do not know that the Wood duck 
at times builds its nest in trees, and 
other times you may find its nest 
in crevices of rocks. The eggs that 
are laid, are always covered with 
sticks and grass 
when 
the 
bird 
leaves the nest. The 
wood 
duck 
raises a brood of ten or twelve 
young. And if you are tireless In 
your search you may get a glimpse 
of them around small creeks or hid­ 
den ponds in some w'oods. Wood 
ducks do not fly In flocks as other 
ducks, but in pairs or singly. And 
thanks to the protection that they 
get, it is hoped that in time they 
will be numbered plentiful again.

Every now and then I hear some 
brother or sister

emotions 
about like this: “Millions for educa­ 
tion of the child’s intellect but not 
a cent for educating his emotions.” 
He talks as if the problem is so 
simple th at all we need to do is to 
add a few more subjects to our al 
ready over-crowded curriculum. 
In the first place the child does 
his own feeling; we don’t feel for 
him. 
“Neither do we think for him,” 
someone may say. Very true; yet it 
is a lot easier to direct his mental 
activities than his 
feelings. 
Inci­ 
dentally, we slowly are discovering, 
however, th at his learning attitudes, 
therefore learning successes, are not 
apart from his feeling experiences. 
Then the brother's plea for edu­ 
cating the emotions must not be so 
bad. No; it isn’t; only he must be 
patient with us until we, as a hu­ 
man race, know a great deal more 
about the m atter, if we are to ef­ 
fect great achievements.

We cannot start and stop definite 
emotions by a dictum. We cannot 
set up or disperse at will a certain 
course of feelings by pushing a but­ 
ton here or pulling a lever there. 
Usually the shift of feelings is only 
gradual anyway. When it is sudden 
it has come with a shift of the a t­ 
tention to another wholly new ob­ 
ject of interest. 
We can, if we are clever enough, 
deliberately control emotions indi­ 
rectly. All else equal, the better the 
child’s health the more wholesome 
his emotional life. We educate his 
emotions as we educate his action 
habits. We effect immediate control 
when at all successful, by means of 
positive suggestion, or through ave 
nues by which we shift his attentions 
from the thing toward which he has 
a certain quality of emotion to the 
thing toward which we are 
fairly 
certain he will have the quality of 
feeling we wish to see in him.

Effective Saturday, August 15, all 
but the General Delivery and Stam p 
windows at the Post Office, will 
close promptly at 12:30, Postm aster 
E. W. Crawford stated this m orn­ 
ing. 
The registry, parcel 
post, 
and 
money order windows will close a t 
12:30, while the stam p and general 
delivery windows will rem ain open 
until 5 o’clock. 
This order will comply with the 
recent act passed by Congress, es­ 
tablishing a 44-hour week for post 
office employes. While the law has 
been in effect since July 1, other a r ­ 
rangem ents have been in force, the 
employes affected taking a h alf­ 
holiday on other days during the 
week. 
It has been found th a t a m ajority 
of post offices over the country have 
been closing all but the stam p and 
general delivery windows at noon, 
Saturday, and this practice is to be 
carried out at the local office, sta rt­ 
ing next Saturday. 
Unofficially, the 44-hour week has 
been in effect 
since 
last 
M arch, 
when observance of shorter hours 
was made at the request of the Post 
Office D epartm ent.

Tularemia 
This is a brand new disease. The 
discovery of how it operates is due 
to the work of officials of the United 
States health service. Nearly every 
physician who took part in the re­ 
search which resulted in this knowl­ 
edge came down with the disease. 
Away back in 1911 a doctqr by 
the name of Pearse, in Utah, de 
scribed a disease he called “deer 
fly fever.” He thought it came from 
the bite of the blood-sucking deer- 
fly, which also bit horses and deer, 
and that probably the disease was 
transm itted to man by this carrier 
from those animals. 
As a m atter 
of fact he was almost right, because 
it was later proved th at the deer- 
fly did transm it the germ of the 
disease. 
But soon it was found th at the 
disease occurred when there were no 
deer-flies. In Washington, D. C., for 
example. A man who dressed rab­ 
bits for the market had a peculiar 
ulceration on one of his forefingers 
and then swellings and soreness of 
the glands in the armpit. Then he 
came down with a fever. Examin­ 
ing the carcasses of rabbits intended 
for market some were found to have 
a peculiar disease of the liver and 
spleen. Later it was proved that the 
blood and tissues of these rabbits 
contained myriads of the germs of 
the disease tularemia. 
The infection gets into the blood 
of people who dress the rabbits for 
market through cuts In the hands. 
Cooks and hunters also are liable to 
the disease. 
In these it can often 
be prevented 
by 
the 
practice of 
wearing gloves, although it has been 
shown that laboratory workers come 
down with the disease from handling 
infected 
tissues, 
apparently 
by 
breathing germs in through the 
lungs. 
Those who eat the flesh of the in­ 
fected rabbits do not take the dis­ 
ease because cooking destroys germs. 
Rabbits 
are 
the 
commonest 
sources of the disease in humans, 
but many animals are susceptible. 
Tame 
rabbits 
never 
have 
been 
known to have the disease, but jack 
rabbits and cottontails, as wfell as 
ground squirrels, wild rats and mice, 
sheep, ruffled grouse and opossums, 
all are known to have it.

All these 
creatures, except the rabbit louse 
and the mouse louse, bite humans 
as well as animals. 
The commonest form of infection 
in man, however, is from abrasions 
in the skin into which the germs 
gets while the victim is dressing an 
animal carcass.

if it 
touches, and kills if they eat it, 
1 The chief trouble with the jofcen- 
one is that it comes from the root 
o f a tropical plant, and it is not 
easy to get together enough of it to 
j$cll commercially at a comparative 
jf>rice. A bug-killer that costs too 
pouch is not much better than the 
old reliable method of putting the 
Insect on one brick and hitting him 
with another. 
However, this difficulty is pretty 
je rta in to be got over, as most dif­ 
ficulties can be. The scientists are 
looking for other plants whose roots 
iroduce the poison, they are plan 
ling to grow the 
tropical

?arer home, and finally, they are 
rying to make the poison syntheti

and furious about their pleasures 
because they can not cut down their 
speed. It is no wonder that people 
prematurely crack under these cir­ 
cumstances,” said Doctor Theodore 
B. Appel, Secretary of Health, today. 
“Whatever the virtues of the m a­ 
chine may be, and they are many, 
the habit of excessive pace in ail de­ 
partm ents of life that has directly 
resulted is, to say the least, unfor­ 
tunate. 
One has but to note the 
rush here and there, either via gas­ 
oline or legs, the chucking down of 
food at restaurants, the loss of sleep 
and the excesses of all kinds that 
compose too much of the average 
person’s day to realize that an over- 
hasty pace has the best of most of 
us. 
“The idea of rest and relaxation 
which in the years gone by was so 
inherently associated with the vaca­ 
tion period has all but passed out of 
existence. Thoroughly exhausted by 
the winter’s work (and pleasures) 
the vast majority of persons look 
upon the vacation season as a time 


few further excesses. To come home 
with a back full of blisters, a stom­ 
ach disordered by ill chosen and ex­ 
cessive quantities of food and a 
body completely over-fatigued, seems 
to be the deliberate object of thou­ 
sands of persons, Judging by their 
performance. 
“The honest fact is that modem 
life 
makes 
tremendous 
demands 
upon erne’s vitality, and that if there 
ever was a time when bodies need 
the * re-conditioning that real rest 
and relaxation can give, it is now. 
“To those thousands who as yet 
have their vacation to take, it might 
well be wise to give their real bodily 
needs some consideration. The fact 
that one is rather ’burnt out’ should 
develop a keen desire to put the re­ 
constructive processes seriously, lo­ 
gically and healthily to work. 
“To those thousands who have al­ 
ready returned from their sojourn, 
the worse for wear, it may be a 
heartening fact that one does not 
necessarily need to be away from 
home to get the benefits of a real 
vacation. 
“Remember, that speed on the 
race track is logical, but to drive 
the human body at an unrighteous 
pace consistently is to drive health 
away and invite disease. Therefore, 
less speed and more moderation if 
a long and healthy life is one’s real 
desire ”
